NOTES— On 
Nov. 3, 1970, the Illinois General 
Assembly submitted to the 
people the proposal to abolish 
the personal property tax on an 
ad valorem basis on individuals 
(natural persons), and the vot­ 
ers approved the proposition try 
practically a 7-to-l majority. 
This was the General Assem 
bly’s way of giving property tax 
relief with the passage of the 
State Income Tax in 1969 (effec­ 
tive Aug 1, 1969). 


Hut today the question be­ 
comes: “ Is it truly property 
tax relief, or will it amount to 
a shift or make-up of lost per­ 
sonal property tax revenues 
to local governments from the 
real property tax ?" 
There are two evidences that 
the latter may he what is hap­ 
pening. (1) Aggregate property 
tax rates for tax bills soon to be 
received by the taxpayers are 
up alarmingly around the State. 
What was an aggregate rate of 
$4.60 per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion a year ago is today $5; what 
was $6.50 in another area of the 
state a year ago is $7 and bet­ 
ter; in many instances this is 
the result of leeway in tax rate 
limits, and local governments 
certified levies to county clerks 
last fall taking up the slack just 
in case the personal property 


Sotchmo Armstrong 
remains critical 


N EW YORK (A P) - Jazz 
immortal 
Louis 
"Satchmo” 
Armstrong 
remained 
hospi­ 
talized in critical condition ear­ 
ly today, suffering from recur­ 
rent heart and respiratory ail­ 
ments, according to his man­ 
ager, Ira Mangel 
A spokesman at Beth Israel 
Hospital said Friday the 70- 
year-old jazz trumpeter had 
“ marked difficulty” in breath­ 
ing, and was in a mechanical 
respirator in the intensive care 
unit of the hospital. Armstrong 
was admitted to the hospital 
March 15. 
The spokesman said Arm­ 
strong’s latest trouble began 
Thursday night, when he devel­ 
oped respiratory difficulty and 
was “ weakened generally.” 
Armstrong developed a pul­ 
monary infection March 24, and 
underwent a tracheotomy to' 


improve his breathing. 
Last 
week, he reportedly had im 
proved until he could sit up, 
take nourishment and joke with 
the hospital staff. 
s 
Armstrong, 
a 
veteran 
of 
grueling 
worldwide 
concert 
and goodwill tours, had just fin­ 
ished a two-week engagement 
at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel 
when he entered Beth Israel. 
Doctors then expressed concern 
over an edema condition, which 
involved the swelling of body 
tissues caused by an abnormal 
accumulation of fluids. 


During the Waldorf engage­ 
ment, doctors had cautioned 
Armstrong, 
who 
w'as 
hospi­ 
talized in 1969 with a kidney 
ailment, to watch his activities 
closely and he followed their in­ 
structions by napping in be­ 
tween two nightly shows. 
No commissions 
for solons, says 
federal judge 


WASHINGTON (A P) 
Con­ 
gressmen and senators will no 
longer be able to hold commis­ 
sions in the reserves or Nation­ 
al Guard, a federal judge has 
ruled. 
In a decision issued Friday, 
District Judge Gerhard A. Ges- 
sell said the separation of pow­ 
ers concept of the Constitution 
backed up by a 1916 House 
Judiciary Committee 
finding 
rules out the dual legislative 
military role. 
In moving against a tradition 
that once included a reserve 
unit just lor members of Con­ 
gress, the judge managed to 
sidestep what could have been 
a touchy problem. He didn’t 
rule that members of Congress 


now holding military commis­ 
sion must give them up. 
Anticipating appeals probably 
to the Supreme Court, Gesell 
said

with this decision, there is no

SAIGON (A P) 
Savage new 
fighting erupted in the jungled 
mountains ol South Vietnam’s 
central highlands and the South 
Vietnamese claimed today they 
killed 900 North Vietnamese 
regulars in a six-hour battle. 
The fresh fighting broke out 
Friday around Firebase No. 6, 
the South Vietnamese artillery 
outpost near the Laotian border 
which the South Vietnamese 
lost Wednesday and reoccupied 
on Thursday. 
When the new fighting ended 
at nightfall Friday, the South 
Vietnamese claimed they had 
decimated the North Vietnam 
ese 28!h Regiment and were 
still in possession of the base 
A South Vietnamese military 
spokesman said 350 North Viet­ 
namese were killed by the de­ 
fending South Vietnamese in 
fantrymen at Firebase No. 6 
and another 550 Hanoi troops 
were killed by American and 
South Vietnamese air strikes 
and artillery bombardments 
The spokesman, Lt Col. Le 
Trung Hein, said South Viet­ 
namese 
casualties 
were 
41 
killed and 57 wounded 
The 
fighting erupted at noon and 
broke when, 
Hien said, the 
North Vietnamese withdrew 
Hein 
claimed that 
in 
the 
three days of the battle for the 
firebase 1,180 North Vietnam­ 
ese had been killed and that 
overall 
government 
losses 
were 61 killed and 82 wounded 
Reliable military sources, how­ 
ever. said the South Vietnam­ 
ese suffered more than 200 
dead or wounded in the first 
two days alone. 
“ We can say,” Hien told cor­ 
respondents at the daily m ili­ 
tary briefing, “ that the 28th 
NVA Regiment has been put 
out of action.”

On welfare reforms: 
Nixon, Reagan find bridge

C L EM E N T E , 
Calif. 
<AP) — President Nixon and 
California’s Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan. sometime rivals in Re­ 
publican politics, have found a 
way to bridge their differences 
on welfare reform. 
Nixon and Reagan conferred 
alone for an hour Friday at the 
Western White House, had an 
equally lengthy session with 
aides and then emerged to sug­ 
gest that the President’s still- 
stalled welfare revamping is 
much like the one Reagan is 
trying to push through Califor­ 
nia’s 
Democrat ic-controlled 
Legislature. 
At the same time, they gave 


every sign that a sharp dispute 
over 
California’s 
compliance 
with federal welfare standards 
is approaching solution. 
Reagan was among Nixon's 
challengers for the 1968 GOP 
presidential 
nomination. 
In 
January he said that the Presi­ 
dent appeared to be out of 
touch with national feelings on 
welfare. 
There has been 
published 
speculation, denied by Reagan, 
that 
the governor might 
be 
tempted to try for the presiden­ 
cy anew next year should Nix­ 
on's 
poll-measured 
standing 
with the public slip badly. 
But any current differences 


they 
may 
have 
were 
sub­ 
merged in a sea of warm words 
as the President and the gover­ 
nor 
met 
newsmen 
following 
their conferences. 
“ We have found a way to 
work together for a common 
cause,” 
Nixon 
exulted. 
He 
spoke of a successful “ summit 
conference on welfare reform.” 


As a 
consequence 
of 
the 
meeting, Nixon said, Reagan’s 
proposed welfare reform plan 
can be implemented “ without 
being in violation or contrary to 
federal regulations or law.” 
Reagan said 
his 
proposed 
program might mean “ finally 


getting a handle on -this entire 
welfare situation” nationally. 
He said the meeting also 
showed him that there were 
many similarities between his 
state’s program and the nation­ 
al welfare reform proposed by 
Nixon 
Both plans call for reducing 
costly bureaucracy in welfare 
programs and support stream­ 
lining eligibility requirements. 


However. Reagan’s proposal 
advocates forcing all able-bod­ 
ied welfare recipients to work 
Nixon’s calls for “ work 
in­ 
centives’’ and federal help in 
finding a job for the recipient.

Record: ‘‘Ou r boy s might be dy ing 
in Vietnam to p acify that region in 
order that ou r U.S. oil comp anies 
can reap the billions of dollars that 
are p rojected to resu lt from the 
ex p loitation of the greatest oil fields 
of all.” 
An article in New York’s an­ 
tiestablishm ent new sp ap er, The 
Village Voice, went ev en fu rther: 
‘‘If the major oil comp anies hav e 
su sp ected the ex istence of rich 
dep osits off Sou theast Asia’s waters 
since the early 1950s, then it stands 
to reason that they mu st hav e tried, 
du ring the p ast decade, to lobby for 
a U.S. foreing p olicy that wou ld 
gu arantee them stability .” 
Yet the only U.S. comp anies ac­ 
tiv ely p rodu cing in Sou theast Asia 
are in Indonesia, and not ev en 
Peking claims they had any thing to 
do with the ov erthrow of Com­ 
mu nist-flirting President Su karno. 
Secretary of State William P.

has

It’s a bu m rap , comp lains the oil 
indu stry .

Geologists, some of them working 
u nder United Nations au sp ices, only 
rep ort that stru ctu res which might 
contain oil fields lie in the Gu lf of 
Thailand and off Sou th Vietnam’s 
Mekong delta. 
One p rediction that this region 
will be p rodu cing 400 million barrels 
a day by 197 5—10 times p resent 
world 
p rodcu tion—is 
‘‘p rep os­ 
terou s,” say s the jou rnal. Ev en if 
the fields were already defined, it is 
dou btfu l if the indu stry cou ld tool u p 
to drill, p rodu ce, transp ort and 
refine that mu ch added oil in fou r 
short y ears. 
The Christian Science Monitor, 
hardly a p rowar or p ro-oil organ, 
su ggests that “Some of the antiwar 
grou p s hav e m ade a sp eciou s 
argu ment on the basis of flimsy ev i­ 
dence, and attemp ted to associate 
the war in Vietnam with economic 
fantasies.” 
It dismisses the whole thing as a 
credibility gap in rev erse. 
Yet in v iew of estimates that in 
the nex t 15 y ears the world will 
consu me more oil than in all p ast 
history , in v iew of p olitical u ncer­ 
tainties in the Middle East and the 
p roblems associated with transp ort­ 
ing oil from Alaska, the p ossibility of 
oil in v ast q u antities in Sou theast 
Asia cannot be dismissed—not for­ 
ev er. 
Bu t rather than p rolong a war or 
be a reason for war, the oil of 
Sou theast Asia cou ld be one of the 
world’s brightest hop es for p eace in 
coming y ears 
Its dev elop m ent 
wou ld bring wealth to that imp ov ­ 
erished p art of the world and cou ld 
help defu se the v olatile Middle East 
by u ndercu tting the imp ortance of 
Arab oil. 
U nfortu nately , 
as 
Forbes 
magazine has noted, 
oil seems 
forev er fated to be a p olitical

Two more ex p erts hav e joined 
the choru s blaming p arents for the 
escalating u se of dru gs by y ou th. 
“America is a dru g-oriented soci­ 
ety and adu lts hav e set the standard 
by their own behav ior,” write Allen 
Geller and Max well Boas in a new 
book, “The Dru g Beat.” 
Teen-agers hav e grown u p in a 
world in which mood-changing su b­ 
stances are a fact of life, say the au ­ 
thors.

“Thu s reared on a diet of mood-al­ 
tering dru gs along with their Whea- 
ties and su ndaes, it was only to be 
ex p ected that the y ou ngsters wou ld 
emu late Cheir p arents’ habits and 
ev entu ally sniff glu e and raid their 
p arents’ medicine cabinets to obtain 


those chemical kicks that their p ar­ 
ents seem to be ex p eriencing.” 
Undou btedly , p arental ex amp les 
is a factor in the dru g p roblem of 
some kids, ju st as u ndou btedly there 
is a host of other factors inv olv ed.

Du ring p eriods of u p heav al and 
change the French u su ally p u t for­ 
ward some su rp rising p eop le. Trace 
chu rch history and ou t of the smoke 
emerges a Joan of Arc, a John Cal­ 
v in, a Cardinal Leger. The life-sty le 
of the French p eop le generally indi­ 
cates good wine, high fashion and 
casu al morality . Hence, we are not 
p rep ared for the emergency of sp iri­ 
tu al leaders from this secu lar p lay ­ 
grou nd. Yet they arriv e and the lat­ 
est fashion, for Christian readers, is 
Michel Qu oist. 
.... His earlier books, “The Meaning 
of Su ccess” and “Pray ers,” were 
well receiv ed in Eu rop e and Amer­ 
ica. His latest v olu me, “Christ Is 
Aliv e!” (Dou bleday $4.9 5), may be 
the best book for the religiou s com­ 
mu nity in 197 1. Best book? Better 
than what? Well, better than a hu n­ 
dred other theologians becau se he 
can be u nderstood. Qu oist wrestles 
with major sp iritu al p roblems and 
y ields answers that are neither tech­ 
nical nor p reachy . In a u niq u e sty le, 
he gu ides y ou throu gh the trials and 
mishap s of life withou t the bu rden of 
theological jargon or p rofessor’s 
footnotes. Yet he is intensely p ro-* 
fou nd and commu nicates with p reci­ 
sion and clarity . Consider his com­ 
ment on su ffering, the most u niv er­ 
sal ache of all: 
“ Each one of u s has a road to 
trav el, the road of ou r indiv idu al 
liv es. That road is filled with p rob­ 
lems. Together, we hav e a world to 
conq u er. It is by effort and stru ggle 
that we can su cceed in both tasks. 
There are alway s difficu lties and re­ 
sistance, bu t if we face u p to them 
we will end u p better men after the 
battle than before. God, as we hav e 
already said, did not giv e u s a ready ­ 
made world bu t a world that has to 
be constru cted; and we become men 
when we bu ild it in the midst of diffi­ 
cu lties. A child whose p arents re­ 
mov e ev ery difficu lty and solv e 
ev ery p roblem will nev er become 
strong; he will nev er matu re. Ou r 
God may nev er sp ank his children, 
bu t neither does he sp oil them.” 


Qu oist writes from the same 
cou ntry side that gav e the world 
Pierre Teilhard de Chardin. Mu ch 
that he say s arises from the same 
lov e for hu manity as Chardin’s, the 
same generou s affection for other 
religions, the shared conv iction that 
mankind is p assing throu gh bondage 
to freedom— sp iritu al freedom that 
will not be p u t down or p u t off. 


Perhap s the most p owerfu l sec­ 
tion of “Christ Is Aliv e!” is the au ­ 
thor’s grasp of the relationship of the 
Christian and the nonbeliev er. So he 
p lu nges by noting that: 


“Some p eop le worry abou t what 
distingu ishes a Christian from a non- 
Christian. If there is no difference 
between the two, they say , then 
there is no p oint in hav ing faith. In 
this resp ect, we mu st av oid two m a­ 
jor p itfalls. The first is to make 
God’s lov e for man, and m an’s lov e 
for God, the p riv ate p rop erty of du ly 
bap tized and registered Christians. 
The second is not to be able to recog­ 
nize what essentially constitu tes a 
Christian resp onse to God’s lov e.” 
Qu oist answers this q u estion or 
concern by say ing, “God does not 
make distinctions between men. All, 
withou t ex cep tion, hav e been lov ed 
from all eternity . All hav e been 
born, and are aborn each day , in 
Christ. All hav e been taken by 
Christ u nto himself.” God lov es the 
whole world, the whole creation, all 
men. Thu s, the Christian mu st seek 
to look at his brother “throu gh the 
same way as God.” That may be 
nearly imp ossible, bu t it is neces­ 
sary if we are to grasp the fantastic 
lov e and forgiv eness of God. 
This French p riest notes that the 
only real 
difference 
between a 
Christian and a non-believ er is the 
resp onse: The Christian knows that 
he is free to say “y es” to God’s lov e 
and joy . Other men may be say ing 
“y es” also in their faith or religion. 
The Christian has been ex p osed to a 
sharp er p rofile, a clearer definition. 
Christ is working, aliv e and ev ery 
day . This is the message of Qu oist 
and it sp eaks to ou r time.

Sny der’s 
editor-hu sband with a sash weight, 
as they p lanned. They ’re testify ing 
u nder a barrage of flashlight bu lbs, 
v ery p erky and sex y , in the sq u are, 
drab cou rt hou se in Qu eens, Long 
Island. News p hotograp hers 
are 
inv ited to their ex ecu tion in Sing 
Sing’s electric chair and the p u blic 
ev ery where is treated to their p ic­ 
tu res — Jerking and bu rning. 
M any -tim es-m arried 
Peggy 
Hop kins Joy ce and idolized ev an­ 
gelist Billy Su nday sit in the death 
chamber rep orting the scene for 
their sy ndicate readers. Tex as 
Gu inan is nationally sy ndicated, too, 
and she is there annou ncing, “ Hello, 
su cker!” to the condemned p air. 
Ou r nation is blooming with 


bootleggers and their Tommy gu ns, 
their diamonds and their molls. 
Bu mp ed off one by one in the endless 
gang wars, their riv als’ grav e- 
p laced eu logy on the hoodlu ms’ 
grav es is cu stomarily a gigantic 
wreath 
festooned: 
“ A 
Tru e 
Tribu te.” 
The St. Valentine’s Day mas­ 
sacre inv olv es Mafia chieftain “Scar 
Face” Al Cap one, boasting that he 
has the Illinois p oliticians in his 
p ocket. “Scar Face” arranged to kill 
sev en riv als in a v acant Chicago 
garage on that lov e-strewn day and 
to giv e them the biggest fu neral of 
all, with New York assassin “ Legs” 
Diamond and dop e-traffic kink 
“ Lu cky ” Lu ciano in attendance. 
Beer barons, bad hooch and bank 
robberies bu rst ou t ev ery where. So 
do gru esome, month-long “ mara-. 
thon dances,” p erp etu ated in to­ 
day ’s mov ie, “They Shoot Horses, 
Don’t They ?” Crooked Kansas City , 
Philadelp hia, Boston, Miami and 
other p olice from one end of ou r 
cou ntry to the other are ou t on bail 
instead of in jail.

To millions of p eop le here and in 
Latin America, Africa and Asia, it is 
a monu ment to the U.S. domination 
ov er the p lanet. 
The inv aders of Laos will not 
hav e p eace in this cou ntry . You ng 
p eop le here will do ev ery thing we 
can to harass, disru p t and destroy 
this mu rderou s gov ernment. The 
thou sands of p eop le who hav e begu n 
to p rotest and fight this new escala­ 
tion .are say ing to the world that we 
will retalliate against Amerika’s 
(sic) crimes. Ou r actions, ou r p ro­ 
tests and the sp irit of ou r resistance 
will be welcomed and su p p orted by 
p eop le all ov er the world. 4 
The U.S. claims to be resp onding 
to the p resence of North Vietnamese 
in Laos, to be attacking the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. Bu t it is really lau nching 
a direct attack on the p eop le of Laos. 
Their fight for national liberation 
has a long history . The Pathet Lao 
and nationalist forces hav e been 
fighting inv aders since 1950, winning 
m ilitary v ictories transform ing 
liv es. Since May 1964 (two months 
before the Gu lf of Tonkin incident) 
Amerikan (sic) B52s flown from 
Thailand hav e been dev astating the 
Laotian cou ntry side. Six ty p er cent 
of the Laotian p eop le hav e been 
made homeless driv en into p op u la­ 
tion clu sters or restoration zones, 
with little p ossibility of su rv iv al. 
In the p ast few weeks the Pathet 
Lao has won great v ictories ov er the 
U.S.-controlled, CIA-trained mer­ 
cenaries. This is the greatest defeat 
since Tet, raising before Nix on and 
his collaborators the sp ectre of Dien 
Bien Phu . 
With blacks leading op en rebel­ 
lions in the army , Nix on can’t rely 
on draftees. As GIs leav e Vietnam­ 
ese soil, they are rep laced by more 
Amerikan (sic) B52s. 
U.S. bombers are now raining 
death on all of Indochina. Whole rice 
crop s hav e been wip ed ou t. Scien­ 
tists hav e discov ered defoliants can 
cau se sev ere genetic damage in hu ­ 
man beings. A p regnant woman who 
drinks water which contains defoli­ 
ant is more likely to hav e a mal­ 
formed child than a woman ex p osed 
to atomic radiation in Hiroshima. 
The whole p op u lation of fiv e 
northeastofri p rov inces 
of Sou th 
Vietnam is being forcibly relocated 
to create a 60-mile wide free fire 


zone for Amerikan (sic) bombers. 
Bombers p ou nding Laotian v il­ 
lages doesn’t mean an inv asion. GIs 
in Sou th Vietnamese u niforms aren’t 
really Amerikans (sic). Words like 
“ p rotectiv e reaction,” “p rotectiv e 
encirclement,” and “p hased with­ 
drawal” clean it u p for the TV and 
v oting au dience. 
Kissinger smilingly referred to 
Nix on’s address as his, “End of the 
World,” 
sp eech, 
while 
Amerika 
(sic) mov es closer to war with 
China. Laird cries for the POWs 
while Vietnamese are tortu red in 
Saigon’s tiger cages and by U.S. sp e­ 
cial forces. Rogers p ledges a “ war 
withou t limits,” in Indochina. 
Bu t as Cu ster discov ered at the 
Little Big Horn, as the French fou nd 
at Dien Bien Phu , and as Nix on is 
learning the Laotian hills west of 
Khe Sanh can be his own destru c­ 
tion. 
The war that began 10 y ears ago 
was to be a q u ick mop -u p job to 
search and destroy the Viet Cong. 
Instead it has become the longest 
war this cou ntry has fou ght since the 
wars to conq u er the Indians. 
In Vietnam the Amerikan (sic) 
inv aders hav e been driv en ou t of the 
cou ntry side by the fu ll p ower of p eo­ 
p le’s war. By local self-defense u nits 
in each v illage, by women in rice 
field shooting down bombers, by 
children ru nning su p p lies to the 
front. 
Today the Prov isonal Rev olu ­ 
tionary Gov ernment (PRG) gov erns 
80 p er cent of the cou ntry side and 11 
million p eop le. It is recognized by 
more than 20 nations and is the gov ­ 
ernment rep resented by Madame 
Binh which seeks indep endence at 
Paris. The Saigon regime is now on 
the brink of collap se. Ev en the CIA 
estimates that more than 30,000 p eo­ 
p le inside the regime are secret 
members of the NLF. 
Thou sands of y ou ng p eop le met 
Vietnamese while help ing with the 
su gar harv est in Cu ba. 
What we learned from ou r Cu ban 
and Vietnamese friends is that ou r 
p ower grows in a long, a p rotracted 
war, while the enemy , attacked on 
many fronts, weakens. We hav e al­ 
ready fou ght many battles: We were 
at the Pentagon, and stop p ed troop 
trains in Oakland in 1967 . In 1968, the 
combined effect of the Tet offensiv e, 
black rebellions in ev ery city and the 
stu dent mov ement forced LBJ into 
an early retirement. Last May , the 
massiv e resp onse to the inv asion of 
Cambodia slowed 
down 
Nix on’s 
timetable heightened the crisis with­ 
in the army , and gav e great encou r­ 
agement to the Indochinese p eop le. 
Ru ling class sp okesmen are say ­ 
ing the mov ement has cooled off, bu t 
we saw a new sp irit march in the 
streets of Amerika (sic) last month. 
It’s growing. In many cities, wom­ 
en’s grou p s led militant street dem­ 
onstrations for the first time. The 
sp irit of coop eration that ex ists 
among all the organizations allied in 
the fight to free Indochina is the 
sp irit we can bu ild this y ear within 
Amerika (sic). 
All ov er the cou ntry rev olu tion­ 
aries are getting ready for the 
Sp ring and ou r p lans can be as erea- 
tiv e and indigenou s as the bamboo 
booby trap s of the Vietnamese. 
Nix on will see what he took for 
acq u iescence was realiy the calm 
before the storm.

pay homage to him when they 
privately discuss what 
they 
would like to do on television. 
Cavett, it is true, has a 
passing resemblance to Paar in 
his dry wit, his waspish and 
honest reactions when a foolish 
guest gets way out of line or 
tries to tread on him, and also 
in 
his 
literate 
approach 
to 
topics that range far beyond 
showbiz. 
There is, however, an essen­ 
tial and enormous difference 
between Paar and Cavett, and 
because of this difference Paar 
remains in a class by himself. 
For what made Paar unique, 
and 
continues 
to 
be 
the 
underlying 
reason 
for 
his 
appeal—even to today’s young 
performers—is that he was not 
afraid to expose his inner self 
on the home screen He was not 
scared of risking extremes and 
even errors. Risk is the key 
word. If you’re afraid of it, 
you’re just another guy punch­ 
ing a time clock. 
Paar is a dignified man who 
respects restraint at the proper 
time. But, instinctively, he did 
not fear to lay bare his very 


personal feelings, however emo­ 
tional, on subjects he felt really 
mattered. 
Some were important, and 
some didn’t seem to be, but in 
the 
end 
that 
aspect 
was 
secondary. For what emerged 
above all was a person you 
really seemed to know, some­ 
one who cast aside ultracool 
showbiz protocol, and therefore 
burst 
right 
through 
the 
home screen as a human being, 
using television as a direct 
communicating device with an 
effectiveness that no other 
entertainer has ever achieved. 
In short, Paar let it all hang 
out before the young generation 
was given credit for the idea. 
Cavett, on the other hand, 
seems so private about himself 
that one knows one is seeing 
only the public man. And it 
defeats the sense of exhilara­ 
tion a viewer can feel when he 
knows 
a 
distant 
idol 
has 
dropped the showbiz facade and 
honestly tried to reach him 
personally. If you’re singing 
and dancing, impersonality is 
unimportant. 
But 
if 
you’re 
discussing the ideas on as vast 
a medium as television, the 
public is entitled to know about 
you so it has a true frame of 
reference. 
When 
Cavett 
had 
Orson 
Welles on his show the veteran 
actor shrewdly needled him by 
reversing 
the 
interviewing, 
joshing 
Cavett 
on 
being so 
private 
about 
himself 
and, 
eventually, embarrassing him a 
bit by trying to get him to talk 
about himself. Like many of us, 
Welles admires Cavett, but he 
made clear that he, too, wanted 
him to drop the facade.

More emphasis on 
contemporary issues 
by TV news in 70s

HO LLYW O O D <l’PI> - N e t­ 
work television news documen­ 
taries in the 1970s will place 
more emphasis on substantial 
contemporary issues, and less 
on “ soft" featurish material, 
according to NBC News boss 
Reuven Frank. 
In short, he indicated, view­ 
ers can look for considerably 
fewer NBC news documentaries 
of the historical, biographical 
and travelogue kind. 


Such shows are not being 
discounted entirely, but they 
will be in 
the 
minority. 
In 
addition. Frank noted in an 
interview, the monthly “ First 
Tuesday“ series on NBC offers 
some feature material besides 
the straight, hard-nosed report­ 
ing that has won it accolades 
Frank's thinking is reflected 
in a written outline that says 
video 
news 
docum entaries 
through the 1970s w ill have 
“ strong social, economic, politi­ 
cal. 
scientific 
or 
ecological 
thrust—programs that will re­ 
sult 
often 
in 
some 
positive 
action being taken: 
congres­ 
sional 
hearings, 
legislation, 
public initiative, unblocking of 
previously withheld in fo rm a­ 
tion.”

sample of the

of 


documentary the network will 
emphasize is a Mav 2 hour. 
“ This Child Is Rated X : An 
N BC News W hite Pap er on 
Juvenile Ju s tic e " Another ex­ 
ample was last year's fine hour 
about the plight of m igrant 
workers,

stepped on toes and brought 
hollers. There will be fewer 
shows like Tuesday’s documen­ 
tary on Scotland Yard. 
According to Frank, there are 
several reasons for the change 
in the news documentary area 
One of his points:

Polly's 
Pointers 


D EA R PO LLY — Jean, the 
newcomer to Texas, wanted to 
know what she could do about 
mildewed walls. My husband 
and I were advised to wash our 
walls with a solution of one pint 
of liquid bleach to one gallon of 
water and allow this to dry on 
the walls after the mildew is 
washed off. We had good re­ 
sults—P E A RL 
D EA R P O L L Y —I can sympa­ 
thize with Jean. We lived in 
southern Spain for 18 months 
and mildew was commonplace 
there. It took me a few months 
of trial and error to find a solu­ 
tion and a cure. Scrub down the 
infected areas with a solution of 
bleach and water. Start with a 
weak solution and increase if 
necessary to kill the mildew. 
Mildew often leaves a stain 
even after the bleach scrub- 
down and the bleach solution 
may discolor painted or even 
nonpainted surfaces. It is im­ 
portant that the scrubbed areas 
dry quickly. The bleach kills the 
mildew but a damp or wet wall 
is an invitation for new mildew 
to grow. A sun or heat lamp 
might be used to speed along the 
drying. A touch-up paint job will 
cover any discolored areas. Of 
course, drying in the sun is 
always the best for any movable 
things. 
To prevent its return, keep 
closets, 
drawers, 
etc., 
thoroughly aired. This means 
D A ILY airing. Stale air and 
dampness will cause it to re­ 
turn. The commercial products 
I have never prevented or de­ 
stroyed the mildew fungus and 
they put out an offensive odor 
that clings to clothes, etc. These 
sprays also can leave stains and 
often they are harder to remove 
than the mildew. 
I am sorry this is so long but 
you would feel it justified if you 
had ever lived in a place where 
solid walls are covered top to 
bottom with every kind and 
color of mildew or if you knew a 
friend who went to sleep at night 
and would awaken in the 
morning to find mildew had 
grown all around his head and 
covered the pillow-case as he 
slept. The real work is the 
scrubbing,

For 
example, size small (8-10) us­ 
ually is body size 31 Vi to 32'

bust. A medium size usually is 
34 to 36 body size bustline. Al­ 
though you’d wear a size 10 
blouse or dress, if your body 
size bustline is 34 or 34*/ 2 , then 
crochet a size 12. Simply, be 
sure you work your pattern 
large enough. That means care­ 
fully measuring first, not later. 
So try again and let me know 
how pretty you look in your new 
properly fitting crocheted coat.

there really any difference whether death is dealt to civilians from 
the sky 
or whether it comes to them on the ground in a “ mop-up” 
mission? 
There may have been some innocent victims at My Lai— but 
unfortunately that is war . . . how many times have we read pub­ 
lished accounts of civilians 
old men, women and children— 
tossing grenades at our personnel in Vietnam . . . how many times 
have we read of the Viet Cong taking over these villages and 
hamlets— entrenching themselves therein— after slaughtering the 
inhabitants. . . we have read accounts of the Viet Cong sparing the 
lives of the aged 
the women and children— using them as a front 
terrorizing them into trapping and killing our men. 


I wonder . . . whatever happened to Liberty Day . . .don’t 


know who wrote the following— but what wonderful dreams 
this mortal dreamed . . . “ A day memorable in the annals of 
American and world history forever and ever is the S IX TH of 
A P RIL . Never as long as the love of liberty clings to us will that 
day be forgotten. On the Sixth of April of the year of our Lord 
1017 these United States of America took up humanity’s burden 
in the great world war. Our children’s children as long as the 
Stars and Stripes float from the Atlantic to the Pacific will hold 
the Sixth of April in reverence and will observe it as a day of 
days. And what will they call that day? L IB E RT Y D A Y! 
Posterity through all the ages to come will know the Sixth of 
April as L IB E RT Y DAY. In the years to follow the re-estab­ 
lishment of peace and justice, human liberty and international 
honesty, the Serb in Serbia, the Rumanian in Rum ania, the 
Russian in Russia will join hands with the American in 
celebrating L IB E RT Y D A Y .”
